To say that we are of the same shade and 
color in our social and political orientations is not 
facing up to reality. Having said so much, 让 is clear 
for all to see that no one person OF One grOUP can 
claim to represent dl of the Asian community, at least 
not yet. Nor can any group of comrmunity leader 
claim that theirs is the only course of action for the 
community to take. 

Itis probably useless for us to call for an end to the 
prevalent pettiness，scheming and cliquishness evVi- 
dent in manygroups. Wehave said it before, and this 
time it will probably fall on deaf ears again， 

But we are saddened to see many able, talented, and 
dedicated people leave the community. (For we must 
realize,，America is a big Place Asian Americans do 
not have to stick around in the ethnic communities.

The 
boiler and heating control repairs 
are now completed，a bilingual 
clerk has been assigned to the 
communications / service office 
and is taking all Chinese requests 
for maintenance ， service; -the 
plumbing fixtures have been 
repaired and the paint depart- 
ment has painted the elevator 
cabs，lobbies，and walls fronting 
Pacific Avenue， 

In addition，there has been a 
promise to _ schedule a meeting 
with the Community services 
staff, SF Housing Authority Police 
Department，representatives from 
the SF Police Department and 
tenants to discuss and coordinate 3 
viable security program for Ping 
Yuen. 

The tenants have pushed for 
better living ， conditions， the 
Housing Authority has responded， 
and, because of all this, the people 
of Ping Yuen are living just a little 
bit better.

Benjamin Gim Elected President of 
Immigration Lawyers Assocliation 


NEW YORK 一 Benjamin Cim 
was elected the President of the 
National Bar Association of Immi- 
gration and Nationality Lawyers 
at the association's conference in 
Bermuda May 28. 

Gim，54，was born in Mackay， 
Idaho and attended the University 
of Utah. Now an' attorney in New 
York City，Gim is also teaching 
immigration law at the Columbia 
University Law School. 

Gim modesty attributed to his 
selection to the Columbia post 
and the association's presidency by 
Saying， "TI guess they chose me 
because over 50 percent of the 
immigration cases now in the 
American courts involve Chinese 
immigrants， 

CHILD 

Gim pointed out several differ- 
ences between “ Chinese and 
American laws，One，he said， 
involves parentage of a child. 

“A child was born out of wed- 
lock to a Chinese couple in Hong 
Kong,”said Gim. “The mother 
had abandoned the child，The 
father living in the U.S， claimed 
the child as his own according to 
Chinese law， And as the legal 
parent he wanted to bring the 
child to live with him inAmerica.” 

“In Chinese law all babies are 
legitimate,， ， continued Cim ， 
“American immigration 1aw 
allows only those children claimed 
by the mother to enter the U.S. 
had to prove in the courts that this 
Chinese father was the legal 
parent of the child born out of 
wedlock to him and the Chinese 
mother, 

“In theTalmudic law of the Old 
Testament the childq is Jewish only 
ifthe mother is Jewish，said Cim . 
“However，in Chinese traditions， 
which influence Chinese laws, the 
child is identified through the 
father， The reasoning being that 
the Talmudic law ,claims the 
mother is the only person who can 
truly identify the child as her own， 
thereby continuing the religious 
line，In Chinese law，which is 
influenced by ancestor worship， 
the childq is claimed by the father 


not as an individual but as a 
descendent ， of the ， ancestor， 
thereby continuing the famly 


name and the family heritage

The transition from rural near- 
normality to scenes of vast Urban 
destruction is swift and shock- 
ing， In contrast to surrounding 
towns and villages，Tangshan has 
not been rebuilt. 

One minute the train is speed- 
ing by waving fields of what; the 
next it is crawling through a desert 
of rubble stretching asfams the eye 
can see，across what used to be a 
city of 1] million people. 

FACTORIES 

Factories reduced to a maze of 
girders twisted into ” fantastic 
shapes flank the rail line，A 
somber dirge replaces Iatucous 
revolutionary ”music from train 
loudspeakers. 

No _ building，it seems， with- 
stood the huge shock that con- 
vulsed this city before dawn on 
July 28，1976，or the destructive 
after-tremors that continued until 
last month . 

The surviving population live ip 
suburban shelters 一 made from 
rubble and surrounded by rubble. 

A haze of choking white dust 
whipped by a strong wind，gave 
the impression of a ghost town. 

Few passengers leave the train 
at Tangshan. 

China never publicizes disasters 
or publishes death tolls. 

Not until this year was it clear 
that the quake in Tangshan was 
the world's worst since 1556. Then 
an estimated 830,000 people died 
in the hills of Shansi province. 

VISIT 

Only by taking a train to the 
just-opened seaside resort of Peit- 
aiho were correspondents able to 
spend a 15-minute visit here 
Eriday. 

Evidence of the intensity of the 
shock 一 8.2 on the Richter scale 
一 abounds. Normally level fieldqs 
are heaved into mounds and 
craters. The way in which surface 
earth subsided into the Kailuan 
coal mines north of Tangshan is 
clearly visible. 

Foreign seismologists were told 
recently by Chinese experts in 
Peking that the July 28 shock was 
like a huge jolt from below that 
knocked people up against their 
ceilings and left those outdoors 
clinging desperately to swinging 
trees as the earth shook.

According to a recent report in 
the local Chinese paper，Young 
China，the Hotel Bell and_the 
Columbus Building have been sold 
on May 20 of this year at $3.25 
million to investment groups 
from Hongkong，Taiwan， and 
Thailand. A 40-story building in- 
corporating 'a hotel and a large 
restaurant is expected to be con- 
structed on these sites， 

The report also reveals that the 
Columbus Building was pur- 
chased on October 30，1976，at 
$485,000 and the Hotel Bell also at 


$485,000 earlier, on July 21; 1973.. 


With the initial cost thus totalling 
only $990,000， a tremendous 
profit was realized when Four 
Seas sold the two properties for 
3.25 millions， 

These and other unusual 
achievements SOoOn made 
Mahaguna a most sought-after 
news figure. 

What kind of person is Maha- 
gunap? Is he really a“godfather,” 
Thai style? Just by looking at his 
husky build， his cigar-in-the- 
mouth image，one may easily be 
led to conclude that he must be a 
taipan type of person. But in point 
of fact he is an utterly unpreten- 
tious man， Mahaguna is not too 
good at words，but he is easy- 
going and Sincere，and he gives 
away favors generously. He made 
good of his wealthy family back- 
ground by acquiring a solid 
education as well as a good 
command of three languages 一 
Chinese，English，and Thai，His 
success， 寺 _ anything，is not a 
matter of Pure luck. 

ECONOMICS 

The 54-year-old Mahaguna Was 
a graduate from Lingnan Univer- 
sity in China， After college，he 
went on to _ graduate studies in 
economics at _ Columbia Univer- 


sity. He is thus well-versed in both 
the 了 Eastern and the Western 
ways，and is considered in the 
Thai Chinese circles as an author- 
ity in econormics. 

To talk about Mahaguna，one 
cannot aftord to skip his father， 
Chang Lan-chen. While Chang 
Jr.,， ie.，Mahaguna，certainly has 
a celebrated image，his name is 
still no _ comparison to that of 
Chang Sr. Perhaps jlargely a 
product of historical circum- 
stances，what happened to Chang 
Lan-chen is unlikely to be re- 
peated in modern-day Thailand. 
Chang Sr， courted the Thai roy- 
alty and was abjle to keep a most 
cordial relationship with the royal 
family. Being， Principally， the 
spokesman for the influential 
Swatow lineage group of the over 
three-million Thai Chinese， 
Chang Lan-chen gradually built 
himself into acting as a bridge 
between the Thai and the 
Chinese， As .the Chinese are 
much in control of economic act- 
ivities，whereas the Thais retain 
Political power，Chang's position 
was a_ critical one that encom- 
passed and linked the political and 
economic Spheres. He was report- 
edly allowed to walk in and out of 
the palace， and talk to the 
Supreme commander directly on 
the phone. Such privileges would 
obviously be quite out of place 
following the change in political 
climate in Thailand as a result of 
the couPp. 

HUMBLE 

Chang Lan-chen was born of 
humble origin in Swatow,， Kuang- 
tung province，and emigrated to 
Thailandqd at a very young age. 
Starting from scratch， he 
gradually managed to build up his 
business. ”Married to a very 
resourceful and helpful wife， 
Chang Sr. had in addition to 
Mahaguna another daughter， 
Chang Shu-ju，who also received 
an American college education. 

For years，Chang played an 
energetic role in a number of fields 
of endeavors. He was very active 
in local Chinese _ community 
affairs,， once assuming，among his 
various other civic engagements， 
the leading post in the local Chi- 
nese Chamber of Commerce， He 
Served as chairman of the boards 
of directors of over 40 business 


concerns， including banks， 
insurance “ companies， import- 
export firms， and construction 
companies. 


Toward his later years，Chang 
Lan-chen contributed much per- 
Sonal efforts to public welfare and 
to fostering better China-Thai 
relatio_ ns. He was awarded with a 
Crown Medal, as well as a White 
Elephant Medal， the highest 
honors yet conferred on a Chinese 
resident. When he died on July 28， 
1961，both the King and the 
supreme commander took part in 
the funeral service，an honor no 
other Chinese had yet enjoyed. 

The success story of Chang Jr. 
Gan largely be accounted for by his 
family background and his educa- 
tional attainment， Since his 
fathers death，Mahaguna has in- 
herited not Only the wealth，bnut 
also the prestige and status of his 
father. He rose so quickly that he 


was barely in his thirties when he 
assumed all the following key 
Positions in his civic and business 
communities: member of standing 
committee and secretary of the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce， 
Thailand; consultant for the 
了 xport Promotion Association，of 
Thailand; president of the Lung- 
kan Society，standing president of 
the Swatow Lineage Association ; 
and chairman, boards of directors 
of no less than a dozen of manu- 
facturing, insurance, trading, real 
estate firms in Thailand and 
Hongkong. 
FARMS 

In addition to these, Chang also 
operated large farms and an 
asparagus canning factory.，But 
the centerpiece of his conglom- 


erate  Iemains the Mahaguna 
Winery, Ltd,. started by his father. 
The Winery has enjoyed 


monopoly status since 1959， when 
the military 。 government re- 
lindquished the monopoly over 
wine-making， In a land where 
Sayjings Such as “youre not a man 
让 you dont drink”are popular， 
the profits in wine-making could， 
of course, be astronomical. 

The Mahaguna Winery emPploys 
Over 2,000 workers，who are Dro- 
vided with free health care and 
schooling. The annual production 
output includes 30 million bottles 
of wine and 50 million bottles of 


whiskey. According to a report by 
the American 上 mbassy (in 
Thailand)， the Mahaguna has 
annual Sales of over $50 million 
(US) and also is one of the best 
managed corporations in Thai- 
land. 

Of the various charitable or- 
ganizations run by the Thai Chi- 
nese community，the one that 
figures most Prominently is the 
Bangkok Tien-hua 了 ospital. 
Foundled in 1905，with a capacity 
of 200 bedqs， the hospital main- 


tains two divisions 一 one of West- 
ern medicine as well as one of 
traditional Chinese medicine. Pa- 
tients staying in the regular rooms 
are not charged for room and 
board and Prescription. Over 
10,000 patients receive treat- 
ment each year at the Tien-hua 
Hospital，which understandably 
Over the years, has become a most 
highly-regarded ， institution， es- 
pecially among the poor and 
underprivileged sector of the Thai 
Chinese community. And Chang 


Cho-ju， inheriting his fathers 
position， chairs the “hospitals 
board of directors. 

LUNG-KONGC 


Another organizatio nD “with 
which Chang is connected that 
warrants mention is the Thailand 
Lung-kong Association，boasting 
over 500,000 members， The asso- 
ciation is the jargest Chinese or- 
ganization in Thailand， It was 
first started by Chang Sr.，who 
died shortly after its founding， 
and Chang Cho-ju later assumed 
the presidency， JIn commemora- 
tion of Chang Lan-chen，Novem- 
ber 20 was selected as the opening 
date when the Lung-Kong Asso- 
ciation was officially established 
in 1962. 

Members of th Lung-Kong 
Association are mostly men of 
weight and probity in the local 
community. Besides having 
Chang Cho-ju serve successive 
terms as President，the family 
asSociation has its other key posi- 
tions assumed by such“big shots” 
as the“factory magnate”and the 
“sugar magnate.”It is estimated 
that 40 per cent of Thailand's 
industries' are owned by people 
linked by lineage to this organ- 
ization. As the key person in this 
corporate group，Chang and the 
enormous influence in his possess- 
ion is readily understood .

illegal war and crimes against 
humanity， This is an impor- 
tant difference that Ophuls glosses 
over in the film.

Even the interviews have a 
staleness about them in“Memory 
of Justice.”

Telford Taylor, the American pro- 
secutor at Nuremburg，was 3 
commentator when the American 
broadcasting networks considered 
the American guilt -in Vietnam， 
And Daniel Ellsberg，who pub- 
licized the Pentagon Papers，is 
almost as familiar on the tube as 
William FE. Buckley, Jr. 

Granting all these criticisms， 
most people who are seriously con- 
cerned about American politics 
and the question of government 
and personal responsibility for 
actions of war should see the film . 
At times Ophuls penetrates to the 
heart of the question of guilt and 
the human ability to forget what 
one Wants to forget. 

Some revelations are new and 
somewhat staggering,， or 
example, one interviewee says that 
when the _ film “Judgment at 
Nuremburg”was first shown on 
American television，the sponsor， 
PG &E, had the censor delete all 
references to gas， The Jews were 
heart on TV to be executed in 
(blank) chambers. PC 区 也 felt 
that people would get the wrong 
idea about gas，Apocryphal or 
not, the incident sounds right. 

Jews who escaped the terrible 
death camps say they were 
worried that no one would believe 
them when they told what atrocit- 


ies were committeed in the camps. 
Their fears seem unjustified until 
one sees the terrible ignorance of 
the young Cermans who know less 
about the Nazi crimes than do 
American history students. 

The one theme that is well- 
realized through the film is that 
good laws are often the result of

the victors imposing their moral-
